I am preparing for the Clarke County Historical Association a paper 
dealing with Robert Burwell, Member of the Virginia Colonial Council, Burgess 
from Isle of Wight Co., incorporating trustee of Smithfield, etc., and his 
descendants. 


His son, Nathaniel Burwell, lived for many years in Isle of Wight County 
and was Clerk of the Court of your county for some fifteen years. I have been 
unable to find the exact date of hig death or of the death of his wife (she was 
Mary Wormeley, daughter of the Ralphs Wormeley who died in 1790); nor do I know 
where either of them died or was buriede 


Your name has been suggested to me as one who could probably supply that 
information. We would be most grateful to you if you could give us the dates 
of the deaths of Nathaniel and Mary Wormeley Burwell; the places where they 
died and where they are buried. And also for the dates of the births of any 
of their children. One of their daughters was born at "Rosegill" tmnt the other 
children were probably born in Isle of Wight Co. 


Nathaniel and Mary Wormeley Burwell were the psrents of one son and four 
daughters, all of whom removed to Clarke County, died in this county and were 
buried in the Old Chapel or Burwell cemetery. The son built Long Branch, one 
of the most besutiful homes in Clarke.
